One day, as he was scrambling along this 
rugged shore, he saw a ship with the Ameri- 
can ensign waving at the mast-head, laying at 
some distance, totally becalined. |! he day 
was warm, and the sails were spread out to 
the stn. The sailors were at work in the 
rigying —the sound of mirth was heard among 
them - and one voice sang “ Hail, Columbia! 
happy land.” Edward listened with delight 
to the worrls of the noble song, and exclaim- 
ed, “ My friends are now in that happy coun 
try; there I too will go, and in the enjoyment 
of peace and domestic happiness, removed 
far from oppression and despotism, I will try 
to forget the wrongs of my countrys At this 
moment a boat put off from the ship, for fresh 
water and provisions, to the small town of 
Bally-castle. He hurried to the place of land- 
ing, and as he had neither friends nor pro- 
perty to leave, he solicited, and was permit- 
ted to embark as an ordinary seaman, without 
pay. But the ship had not proceeded far on 
her voyage when she was met by a British 
man-of-war, and searched by that arbitrary 
stretch of power, and violation of the laws of 
nations, which led to the war of 1812. Ed- 
ward was immediately detected, and impres- 
sed into his Majesty’s service. For many 
years lhe was exposed to the severest hard- 
ships and fatigues, and to the deleterious ef- 
fects of noxious climates. At last, however, 
at the close of the general war of Europe, he 
was dismissed, and the small pay he received 
was barely enough to gain him a steerage 
passage in one of the Liverpool packets, for 
Philadelphia. He now thought that his trials 
were néarly at a close, but, alas! he seemed 
to have been marked out as the child of mis- 
fortune. On the passage, his health, which 
had long been affected, began to decline ra- 
pidly. His eyes lost their wonted lustre—-his 
cheeks became wan and hollow, and his 
strength failed so fast, that when the vessel 
entered the Capes of the Delaware, he was 
unable to rise from his birth. But, as the 
weather was pleasant, he begged to be taken 
upon deck. ‘The charming appearance of 
the rural scenery, which seems doubly beau- 
tiful after a long sea-voyage—the neat, peace- 
ful mansions, villages, and towns, along the 
Delaware and Pennsylvania shore—and above 
all, the fond hope of soon seeing those beings 
apes whom the whole of his aifections were. 
placed, gave new vigour to his limbs, and 
new animatian to his face; but it was a tem- 
porary, delusory strength, and the glow upon 
his cheek was a sickly, hectic tint. When 
the ship was moored at the quay, the excite- 
ment had vanished, and left him weaker than 
ever. He had neither friends nor money, 
and the Consignees were obliged to procure 

jf2 {dypission into that great Infirmary which 
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the heavy, contaminated atmosphere of a 
crowded ward was poison to him—he sunk 
rapidly, and soon felt that the icy hand of 
death was upon him. He only prayed, that 
he might receive the last adieu and blessing 
of his beloved Catharine, and his friend; but 
this boon was denied him: still he murmured 
not—and on the evening ofthe third day, the 
curtain dropped, and shut out our poor Exile 
from the world forever. 

As soon as Robert heard that his friend had 
arrived, he came to Philadelphia, bearing the 
kindest messages frum his sister. He walked 
along the wharves—found the packet——=but, 
what pen could describe the agony of his 
feelings when he learned that Edward had 
been sent to the Infirmary, in an almost dying 
state. With a heavy heart he repaired to that 
institution, and asked, in faltering accents, 
whether Edward O‘Neale was in the house. 
The register was teferred to. Such a person 
had been admitted, died a few days afterwards, 
and was now buried. A deathJike paleness 
passed over the countenance of Robert; he 
stood a moment like a statue—then bowed 
low to hide the tear that now trickled down 
his cheek, and departed in silence. He could 
not speak; his heart was too full; it had

JOB COOK—A LEGEND. 


Job Cook was my uncle. Figure to your- 
self a little old man, in a thread bare suit of 
gray, with a dull, sleepy visage, smoke-dried 
by the fumes of a stumpy pipe, which was for- 
ever in his mouth; a rubicund nose of goodly 
dimensions, which, unlike the rest of his fea- 
tures, seemed to be plumped up, and nourish- 
ed by the warmth of the aforesaic pipe ; anda 
pair of little gray eyes, which, on ordinary 
occasions, for vivacity and expression, much 
resembled a couple of buckshot ; but which, 
it was said, now and then twinkled with some- 
thing like emotion. Figure to yourself, I say, 
gentle reader, a personage of this description, 
and possessed of these characteristics, and you 
will have some faint idea of my uncle, Job 
Cook. 

Job has been dead these fifteen years, but, 
methinks I still see him in my mind's eye, as 
if it had been but yesterday, seated in the arm 
chair, at the corner of my father’s fire, with 
his lack-lustre eyes fixed intently on vacuity, 
and puffing whole volleys of vapour, with the 
devotedness of a Mussulman. 

The predominant feature of Job’s character 
was laziness. It was this which had caused 
him to squander away field after field, and 
acre after acre of his paternal estate, until it 
was all gone; by which means he was now 
left a pauper in his old age, and ‘compelled to 
sponge upon the charity of his friends and re- 
lations for support. 

My uncle had served in the army, durin 
the revolution, and had become impressed wit 
the belief, very prevalent at the time, of there 
having been treasures buried in differ- 
ent parts of the country, at the commence- 
ment of the war, and by the owners, who 
had perished during the subsequent troubles. 
Captain Kidd, too, it is well known, for waot 
of a better place of security, used to deposit 
his superfluous cash in holes and nooks * 
shore, and on the banks of rivers ; (chartered 
banks not being as common in those days as 
they have since grown to be;) and many a bag 
of doubloons, keg of dollars, and b of pis- 
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that part of his time which was actively em- 
ployed in dong any thing. ‘Thoughts of 
these hidden tre.sures used to fill his waking 
moments, his sleeping hours, and his lor 
days of deep, d owsy med ‘tation, in which it 
were difficult to say whether sleep or watch- 
fulness predominated. But oh! what golden 
dreams, what visions of glory, used to roll 
over my uncle in these reveries' Ingots of gold, 
bars of silver, guineas, doubloons, dollars, and 
sixpences, would float around him in brilliant 
confusion, like the fantastic combinations of 
the kaleidoscope, and seem to invite him to 
stretch forth hishandand clutch them, Then 
would come dreams of personal aggrandize- 
ment; of his old rusty suit exchanged fora 
superfine broadcloth coat, with blush brecelng 
and silk stockings, and of his stampy pipe 
metamorphosed into agenuine Holland hooker, 
with pouch and stopper complete. Thon, too, 
would he seem to be surrounded by all the 
pleasant accompaniments of old age, as, “ho- 
nour, love, obedience, troops of friends ;” in 
which particulars it must be confessed my 
uncle Job, like Macbeth, was sadly deficient. 
But my uncle’s premeditated bounty was not 
confined to himself alone ; he had a kind and 
benevolent soul; and his charity, though itbe. 
gan at honie, as well it might, did by no means 
end there. Not only my father’s family, and 
Job’s relations to the twentieth degree were 
to be made rich and comfortable, but every 
poor body and idle vagabond in the country 
was to be a recipient of his largesse, and 
have his heart made glad by the good things 
of this life. In short, the whole country was 
to be benefitted : villages were to be founded ; 
churches and taverns were to be built : houses 
and barns, and blacksmiths’ shops were to 
start into existence at his Promethean touch; 
and ragged individuals were to have their per. 
sons made Clean and whole, their pockets filled 
with small change, and their stomachs lined 
with good cheer from his exhaustless funds. 
Such were Job’s sanguine expectations ; and 
with such great confidence and complacency 
did he discourse on these pleasant topics, that 
there were few of the subjccts of hisintended 
liberality who did not listen with satistuction 
to his Utopian plans. 1 myself was purtially 
affected by these hallucinations, And though 
my father would incredulously shake his head, 
advise Job to go and plough the earth, if he 
evcr wished to get any thing out of it, my 
youthful fancy was excited by his enthusiasm, 
and I too had my day dreams. Many a ride 
on an ambling pony did I take in anticipation ; 
many a bird did I shoot with a double-barrel- 
led fowling piece, and many a pleasant sail did 
[take in a gallant little boat; all which my 
uncle, in the plenitude of his bounty, had pre- 
mised me. 

In order to find the golden mine that was 
to realize these glorious expectations, my 
uncle, every now and then shaking off his 
usual listlessness and aversion to every kind 
of labour, would sally forth, ng one knew whi- 
ther, with a pick-axe, spade, and bag, to bring 
home his expected windfalls. Frequeuytly he 
would be gone a week, and then return hun- 
gry and fatigued, his boots and clothes loaded 
with dirt, but with his sack just as empty as 
when he left home, ‘ 

grown grey in the family. He had driven a 
baggage wagon during the revolution, gnd 
was as deeply versed in the stories and shar 
stitions of the times as my uncle. His age 
and long services, domestic as well as public, 
had rendered him a privileged character in 
the family ; and though nominally a slave, be 
was to the full as free in his actions as any 
citizen of this happy land of liberty. He 
used to work when he pleased, eat when he 
pleased, and get drunk when he pleased 
and in truth this latter amusement seemed to 
please him oftener than any other. 

One morning in particular, my uncle Job 
was observed to have an unusual air of intel- 
ligence in his countenance. His whole frame 
seemed big with something important, and he 
would frequently rise and walk about the 
room with unwonted alacrity. Then he would 
sit down, rub his hands stroke his chin, and 
puff out volleys of smoke with increased vi- 
gor. This continued till night-fal, when in 
company with Toby, with whom he had held 
frequent conversations through the day, and 
whom, it was observed, he had treated to a 
small glass of gin, he sallied forth from the 
house. Toby, laden with a large sack and 
shovel, followed close at the heels of my 
uncle, who carried a small hazel wand in his 
hand, and walked on at a prodigious rate. 

It was a clear, calm evening, in the mouth 
of October, The sun had just set, and his 

lowing rays were reflected with softened 
fonat rom a few broken clouds which slum- 
bered upon the hurizon. The burning splen- 
dor of the western hemisphere gradually fad- 
ed away, like the decaying glories of some 
mighty conflagration, till, at last, only a nar- 
row gleam of brightness marked the s;-ot 
where the orb of day had displayed. 

Little attention, I ween, did our two pe- 
destrians pay to the beauties of nature. And 
the majestic oaks, tinged with the rich and 
variegated hues of autumn, which stretched 
their giant arms across the road, were as lit- 
tle heeded as the humble rail-fence that 
crept at their feet. The path, which at first 
wound through a thick copse of wood, now 
emerged iato an open plain, in a state of high 
culivation, and studded here and there with 
farm houses. At a distance, the Hudson rol- 
led majestically along, sparkling in the rays 
of the full moon, which was just peeping 
over the eastern horizon. 


My uncle Job now reached a high stone 
wall which enclosed a Spacious garden, ap- 
pertaining to the farm-house of an old Dutch- 
man, by the name of Van Dam.—It was a 
rich fertile spot ; large patches of melons 
were interspersed with rows of luxuriant cab- 
bages; the trees were laden with fruit; clus- 
ters of grapes hung in rich profusion from 
the vine ; and the rose, the sweet briar, and 
the honeysuckle, wafted their perfumes t 
the air.

appe of Dame Van Dam. . 
And every inordinate affection towards the 
tempting fruits which peered eyer th= garde 
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wall in provoking luxuriance, was speedily 
repressed by the sour visage of their mis- 
tress. 

Some uneasy sensations seemed to = 
the mind of black Toby, as he saw my uncle 
nreparing to cross this stone boundary, which 
nad hitherto been the ullema thule of ag 
perigrinations. Gently plucking my — y 
the sleeve, he besought him todesist, with an 
earnest and significant gesture ; for it may be 
remarked, that the strictest silence was one 
of the rules observed by our adventurers on 
seir exertions. My uncle seemed impatient 
at this interference, and with a threatening as- 
pect, motioned him to follow. T uby obeyed 
with fear and trembling; but his knees smote 
each other beneath him, and he turned as pale 
as his black face would permit, when he saw 
set forth on a board, in the full moonshine, the 
friendly caution of “spring guns and man 
traps set here ;” the import of which, though 
he had never gone to Sunday school, Toby 
knew full well. 

When they had fairly gotten over, Job took 
from his pocket a small flask of whiskey, and 
takiug a puli at it, handed it to Tovy, who 
finished it in atwinkling. His courage seem- 
ed much augmented by the potation, and 
shouldering his spade and sack, he stood 
erect, awaiting his master’s behest; who now 
seemed a little in doubt which course to pur- 
sue. ‘Twirling the hazel rod between his fore- 
finger and thumb, he carefully noted the di- 
rection it assumed as it settled; and then 
Snotioning ‘Toby to be silent and follow him, 
with cautious steps he took the route it indi- 
cated. So on they marched, “through bush, 
through briar,”’ over old Van Dam’s melon 
beds, strawberry patches, gooseberry bushes, 
flowers and cabbages, until they re ached a 
sinall plot of grass in the very centre of the 
garden, surrounded by a thick hedge of sweet 
briar. ; 

Under a wide-spreading cherry tree, which 
stood in the middle of this enclosure, had old 
Van Dam erected a sma!l arbour, and here, 
on a summer’s afternoon, might he be seen 
smoking his pipe, amidst the flowers, after 
the simlitude of his ancient prototype, Toby 
Philpot. This was the sanctum sanclorwm of 
the family, and wo betide the unlucky urchin 
who was so unfortunate as to be detected 
straying here by Dame Van Dam. 

When he reached this spot, my uncle again 
seemed puzzied in his mind. He examined 
with great attention the site and appear- 
ances of several trees, then rubbed his fore- 
head, as if to assist hi- memory; consulted 
an old scrap of mouldy parciment which hi 
drew from his pocket; and had a recourse 
several times to his divining rod. At length 
he poced off about a dozén paces from the 
central cherry tree, and drawing forth a bible, 
and tracing round it a circle with his rod, he 
seized the pick axe, and motioning Loby to 
fullow his example, began to dig with migh 
and main. The moon by this time had as- 
ceuded high in the heavens; and by its ight 


At the depth of 
about six feet, they came to a large fla: stone; 
at sight of which my uncle could scarcely 
contain his raptures. He made signs to Toby 
to jump down into the pit, and assist in its re- 
moval. But just.as the worthy domestic was 
preparing to obey, he felt a sudden gripe at 
LS throat, and turning round, to his utter 
terror and confusion, beheld the furious visage 
of Dame Van Dam. Her face was inflamed 
to its highest expression of wrath and indig- 
nation, and her eyes fairly shot fire as she ad- 
dressed the trembling son of sfrica. I shall 
not attempt to write the huge Dutch mis-shap- 
en oaths and epithets with which she loaded 
poor Toby. “ You black rascal,” concluded 
she; ‘* you satan’s baby—you copper colored 
villain; why, what the devil do you mean, by 
coming here into my gardcn—here, into the 
very retreat of my husband, and digging that 
grest hole, + cu vagabond, rascally dog you?” 
Each of these interrogatories she aeereets 
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who, at the best of times, was remarkably sliy 
of this lady’s acquaintance, and who at this pre- 
cise moment, would almost as soon hase met 
old Nick himself in propria persona, was com- 
pletely dumb founded : his lower jaw fell, his 
limbs shook beneath him in the ecsiucy of 
fear: and falling on his knees he remained 
speechicss with terror. “ Speak, you ink pot 
-—what do you mean?” reitterated the dame— 
“but il teach you the way into people’s gar- 
dens.” Then relaxing her hold for an instant, 
she looked over the hedge, and with a ha‘loo 
and whistle, calicd to her dog Swartzcope, who 
came bounding and barking at ber summons. 
‘Toby, at this crisis, seemed on a sudden to re- 
cover his bewildered intellect: with a quick 
amd unexpected movement sprang from the 
ground, cleared the pit at a single leap, and 
with the swiftness of desperation, ran towar.is 
the road. Just at this moment, my uncle put- 
ting tus head forth from the pit, to see what 
was the mutter, cauglit the eye, and diverted 
the atlention Oj the lady. “ Donner and Blit- 
” exclaimed she, “ another!—but [’'ll 
teacis him lo dig ;—Heigh, Swartzcone, seize 
hin, Yoy.* Job now saw that he had no time 
to spend in Vain parlance ; so, scrambling from 
the sole, he made signs of hurrying off as fast 
us possible. 

W hat farther took place during this ¢e/e-a- 
fete of my uncle with Dame Van Dam the 
damnable, after the retreat of Toby, from 
whom I gathered the foregoing particulars, | 
have never been able to ascertain. All that 
was known is, that carly next morning, Job 
was seen to limp home, much-bruised and soil- 
ed in his person, but apparently still more hurt 
inmind. His nose was bloody, and swelledto 
a great size; his cheeks exhibited many deep 
and distmal scratches and one eye was com- 
pletely closed; his pantaloons were torn, as if 
by the fangs of some ravenous beast, and he 
exhibited altogether a most piteous und de- 
plorable spectacle. 

He crawled away to his chamber, and be- 
took himself to bed with a fixed expression of 
despon tency, from which he never recovered. 
Mie was how and then heard to mutter ina 
melancholy tone, like the elfin page of Lord 
Craustown, Lost! lost! lost!—but all at- 
terapts to get him to explain where he had 
been, and by whom he had been ill-téeated, 
were ineffectual. He obstinately refused all 
food ; and in a short time pined away, drooped 
and died, evidently of a broken heart. And 
the green sod, which, when living, he never 
permatted to be at rest, now covers all that 
remains of my unele, Job Cook.

Within a few days, a pamphlet has made 
its appearance, entitled, “ Sandy Foundation 
Shaken, to which are added, extracts from 
the writings of divers of our primitive Friends, 
on the divinity of Christ, Atonement, the 
Scriptures, &c.” We have perused it, and 
were struck with the remarkable coincidence 
there is between the doctrines inculcated in 
this work and those preached by Elias Hicks.

By the brig Galaxy, at New York, Dublin 
ers to the 5th Jan. inclusive, have been 
received. ‘The bill preferred against Mr. 
O’Connell, for sedition, was ignored by the 
Grand Jury, after an investigation of 4 hours. 
Greece. —The fortress of Patras is complete- 
ly invested by Gen. Colocotroni, with 7000 
men, and 13 Spezziot vessels, out of all com- 
munication by sea. The “furkish garrison 
were few and ill furnished, and was expected 
to capitulate. A plan.wag preparing for storm- 
ing the place in a few days, and the possession 
of it will be of vast importance to the Greeks, 
as this is the only port,through,which an inva- 
ding army could threaten the Morea from the 
sea. 

The news of the victory of Nov. 12th, over 
the Egyptian flect off Candia, was confirmed 
from every quarter, 3 men of war were burn- 
-d, and 30 transports taken. ‘The-prisoners 
were treated with humanity. 

Lord Guilford, as head of the Greek Univer- 
sity at Cerfu, has adopted the garb of So- 
crates, and has ordered the adoption of the an- 
tient costume among the students. 

Longevity of Geese.—It is confidently as- 
serted that Mr. Hewson, of Glentham, in Lin- 
conshire, has in his possession a goose of the 
age of a hundred years. 


Two hundred and twenty associations for 
promoting the gradual abolition of negro sla- 
very within the British dominions have been 
already formed in England, and nearly mne 
hundred petitions on the same subject were 
presented to Parliament during its two last 
sessions. According to the last annual Re- 
port of the London African institution (for 
1824,) in one year 1822, there were shipped 
from Africa for Rio Janeiro 51,240 negroes, 
of whom 3484 died on the passage. Into 
Bahia, above 8000 were imported the same 
vear. In 1823, the total number shipped for 
Rio alone amounted to 21,472, of whom near- 
ly 1800 died on the passage ; and there is 
reason to think that there was at least an 
equal importation into the other Brazilian 
ports, attended by an equal mortality. In 
the first six months of 1824, the number im- 
ported into Rio Janeiro alone, was not Icss 
than 16,563, with a mortality of 2247. The 
trade for Brazil is carried on North as well as 
South of the line, in spite of treaties. Brazil 
ought to be outlawed by tne civilized world 
for her obstinancy in thus openly continuing 
and encouraging this tell traffic. The last 
number of the Edinburgh Review accuses the 
French government of still conniving at the 
equipment and escape of French slave ves- 
sels. It calculates that ** about forty thou- 
sand wretched Africans were carried away in 
a short period by the connivance of the Most 
Christian King’s government, notwithstand- 
ing his laws and treaties,” and supposes that 
of these forty thousand, above 9000 musi 
have perished miserably on the voyage. 


Matrimonial Loltery.—A recent traveller in 
the United states gives an account of a ma- 
trimonial lottery, which was formed there 
with bencficial effects. At a wedding in 
South Curolina, a young lawyer moved— 
* That one man in the company should be se 
lected as president ; that this president should 
be duly sworn to keep entirely secret all the 
communications that should be forwarded to 
him in his official department that night; an 
unmarried gentleman and lady should write his 
or her name on a piece of paper, and under it 
place the name of the person they wished to 
marry, then hand it to the president for in- 
spection ; and if any gentleman and lady had 
reciprocally chosen each other, the president 
was to inform each of the result; and those 
who had not been reciprocal in their choice 
was to be kept entirely secret.” ;

PERKINS’ STEAM ENGINE.—A gentle- 
man lately arrived from England, has furnish- 
ed the editors of the New York Daily Adver- 
tiser, with a description of a steam boat con. 
structed by Mr. Perkins, to exhibit the pow- 
ers of his engine. Its form is long and nar- 
row, to accommodate it to the Regent’s canal, 
where it is kept and frequently worked for 
exhibition. It is 71 feet in length, 7 feet in 
breadth, and carries 22 tons; it has an iron 
paddle at the stern, 7 feet in diameter, with 
wings 18 inches broad at the ends; the gene- 
rator contains 3 gallons of water, and the fur- 
nace half a bushel of coals; the heat is usu- 
ally raised in 15 minutes; the piston has 13 
inches stroke, and the whole engine occupies 
only one-fifth the space of one of Watt and 
Boiton’s and weighs only one fifth as much. 
—QOur informant saw the first experiment 
with the boat, early in November, and states, 
that although the temperature was raised to 
only one-half its proper number of atmos- 
pheres, it moved at the rate of six miles an 
hour. 





Movements of Indians—\t appears from let- 
ters just received from the Superintendant of 
Indian Affairs at St. Louis, that a great Coun- 
cil of the Cherokees, Delawares, Shawnees,

' An officer of the United States schooner 
Weazel, arrived at Norfolk, informs the editor 
of the Beacon, that the Mexican Congress had 
passed a law raising the duty on the interior 
commerce of the country, from 14 to 17 per 
cent. the paymeat of winch on all goods land- 
ed at any of the seaports, was exacted hetore 
they were permitted to be transported into 
the interior; this. act was to take effect the 
latter end of December—day not remembered. 

The Congress had also invested the Presi 
dent with unlimited power, in all matters of a 
municipal nature, and had even extended it ¢o 
the apprehension and sending out of the coun- 
try, all foreigners or others, inimical to the 
present government, or who should be found 
inany Wise interfering with the political con- 
cernaof the empire.

‘The discussion was carried on with a great 
tleal of order, and very litle personality was 
indulged in, It appeared to be a desire on all 
hands to settle the principle, whether a mem- 
Ser may be stopped in his argument by a call 
for an adjournment. It was finally decided in 
the affirmative, 48 to 38. 

_ An effort is making to impeach another of 
our judges, a petition having been presented 
on Thursday, to the house, for the removal 
of Judge Young, of the tenth judicial district, 
for intemperance and other reasons.

1820, the Mint was more productive than in 
any other year since its foundation; the Di- 
rector states that there is but a trifling varia- 
tion in the amount of that and the year em- 
braced in his report.

AGRICULTURAL. 
Bridgeton, N. J. Dee. 14, 1824. 

S1n,—A great error prevails among many of 
the farmers in this county, in the making ot 
Hay, and in the curing and preserving of corn 
stalks. Grass looses much both in quantity and 
substance by too much exposure to the sun 
whilst curing: and corn-fodder much more 
when exposed in small bundles; both, but 
particularly the latter, are injured by heavy 
dews and rains. Our grasses can for the most 
part be sufficiently cured for hay in good 
weather, without being shaken from the 
swarth. After laying one or two days in 
swarth, (according to circumstances and the 
kinds of grass) it should be raked and put 
into small cocks in the hot part of the day, 
and remain there until cured for houstng. — 
After curing, if it be carted and housed during 
the hot part of the day, whilst heated by the 
sun, and a little salt be added to each layer as 
it is put into the mow, it will make excellent 
hay. ‘alt prevents mildew, and renders the 
hay more grateful and niore beneficial to cat- 
tle. Clover cured in this way and salted, will 
retain much of the colour of its blossoms and 
leaves. 

In order to make good fodder from corn- 
stalks, they should be cut down close to the 
ground with the corn on them in the month 
of September when dry and the weather 

ood, and immediately put into small sbocks 
in the field, for the purpose of allowing the 
corn to ripen, and the stocks to cure. In 
about five or six weeks the corn will have 
ripened and become dry, it is then to be gaih- 
ered. ‘This will require more time and labour 
than the common method, but the farmer will 
Be amply repaid for his trouble, in the excel- 
Jency of his fodder and the quantity of manure 
made from them. The stalks will be found 
completely cured, retaining much of their 
green colour, and filled with saccharine mat- 
ter; the biades and husks remaining on them 
and greedily eaten by catile. After the corn 
is gathered, they should be carted home and 
housed ; if this cannot be couvenienily done, 
they may be placed in large shocks in the 
field, well tied up, to preserve them from the 
weather. As soon as the farmer begins to 
fodder his cattle, the stalks should be firstfed 
out, as it is necessary when stacked out, that 
they should be ail consumed or taken to the 
barn yard by Christmas; if lett beyond that 
time exposed to the winter, they Hecome in- 
jured; and unless foddered out early, they 
are not sufficiently roited for manure in the 
spring, When cured in this way, and fed out 
before they are da by the winter, I con- 
sider them prefe to any hay, except 
good red clover. i :

ae to profit, both as an article of food and
